LARGER THAN '45 


All major Pennsylvania and Ad­ 
ams county 
fruit 
crops, 
except 
cherries, will be larger this year 
than last, the state Department of 
Agriculture reported today as a re­ 
sult of the federal-state ftrat-of- 
the month general crop survey. 
Best news for consumers was the 
announced indication of a commer­ 
cial apple crop of 7.020.000 bushels, 
close to three times the 1945 crop 
of 2.470.000 which was the smallest 
for Pennsylvania in 24 years. Tlve 
July I Indicated production for this 
year is only about 1.800.000 less than 
the 10-year average. 1935 to 1944. 
The 1946 peach crop aa of July I, 


I* estimated at 1.528.000 bushels, 
about 300.000 more than last year 
and approximately 200,000 under 
average. 
An exceptionally large crop of 
grapes was Indicated July I. The 
estimate of 18,000 tons would be 
three times last year’s production 
and nearly 400 tons above average. 
Between June I and July I pear es­ 
timates advanced 
from 210,000 to

FAIL TO TAKE 
JOBLESS PAY

1940. who 
are able and available for work are 
entitled under the Federal Service­ 
men's Readjustment Law to benefits 
ranging up to $20 a week for .52 
w'peks. 
Never Had Jobs

a job before the war, it is in ­ 
tersting to note that more than half 
of those eligible for compensation
